The said Cable Railway Company, by 
its agent, says it does not yet own any 
of the horse-road franchises, except a 
portion of those covering its cable road 
routes, but has the promise of them 
from the holders if it can get this new 
franchise through the Council. It did 
not present to the Council an 
ordinance clear, straightforward and 
luminous, and especially was it not 
so because there is a city ordinance re- 
quiring all railway franc to conform 
to a certain form, which is a good ene, 

and should not be condemned without 
a knowledge of the circumstances under 
and the object for which it was framed. 

The Board of Public Works has will- 
fully dawdled about nothing.

Dr. J. P. Widney, who owns a lot on 
the corner of Fort and Sixth streets, 
with a frontage of 74 feet, was offered 
yesterday for it the round sum of $35,- 
000, which he declined, as he intends to 
build a business block upon it. He 
might be tempted to sell at $1000 a 
front foot, but is not hunting a pur- 
chaser. Six months ago property in 
that vicinity could be bought for $100 
a front foot. Thus values grow, and 
fortunes grow from them.
